"third" or present French republic and 
its presidents. 
Briefly, the third re- 


public came into existence Sept. 4, 
1S70, or upon the overthrow of Na- 
poleon III. by the victorious Germans. 
Under a constitution confirmed early in 
1S75 and modified in 1S79, ISS-i, 1SE5 
and 1SS9, the president is elected for 
a term of seven years, his election be- 
ing by a majority o£ thp votes of the 


nruc and chamber of deputies. 
The first president was 
Louis M. 


Thiors. elected in 1S7I, who was fol- 
lowed by Marshal MacMahon, elected 
in 1873. F. J: P. Jules Clrcvy succeeded 
Marshal MacMahon in 1879, and served 
till 1887. He was followed by F. Sadi 
Carnot, who was assassinated in 1894. 
Casimir Perier was elected in June, 
1S94, but resigned in January, 1895. 
Then followed the election of Felir 
Fanre, followed by the recent election 
of President Loubct. 


The "first" French republic began 


with the great French revolution in 
1792 and ended when Napeoleon, 1. as- 
sumed supreme power in 1804. The 
"second" republic 
began 
with 
thfi 


overthrow or Louis Phillipp in 1S48 
and ended when Napoleon III. assumed 
supreme power in li>f>U.

The practice of beguiling 


abroad on the preuxt of piovid- 


ing tliem with lucrative engagers«u.t 
in music halls has recently aisomtrd 
the dimensions of a nefarious traffic. 
Representations having been made to 
(he foreign office, an official inquiry 
has beta instituted with the view of 
=tx>pying toe iniquitous proceeding. A 
represeaJaUve of Uoyd's Weekly is 
officially informed that ample cocfirm- 
ation has been received of the enorm- 
ity of the evil, and that, in consequence 
private detectives are actively engag- 
ed tracing the traffic to the persons or 
organizations concerned in it. The po- 
lics have their suspicions fixed upon 
supposed agents located in London, 
who negotiate the transference of girls 
to Russia, their remuneration being 
commission for the girls 
procured. 


Several managers ot west end music 
halls, knowing cases of girls being 
lured abroad by 
fraudulent 
induce- 


ments, have provided the police with 
the 
addresses of certain suspects. 


There are cumeroua glaring examples 
of theatrical girls of good charavter 
who are r>ow virtually exiled in Rus- 
sia, without the means of returning 
home to England. They had gone there 
relying upon the good fa'th of so-call- 
ed foreign 
theatrical agents, whose 


glowing pictures of fortune were falsi- 
*ied s=oon after their arrival. When the 
young ladies pleaded the terms of tke 
written agreement, drawn up and duly 
signed in London, they were told that 
an English contract had no validity in 
Russia. 
It is a terrible indictment to 


bring against the nation ruled over by 
the pacific and chivalrous czar that 
only two music halls in his wide do- 
main are above suspicion, being con- 
ducted on honorable lines, legally and 
morally. Yet one of the best informed 
directors of music halls in London 
made that 
astounding statement to 


Lloyd's representative, and repeated it 
without qualification, urging that he 
knew what he was talking about. Mr. 
Burrows, of the Theatrical Mission, in 
Henrietta street, has received letters 
from young women now in Russia who 
had been victimized. One girl who had 
•previously resided at Macready House 
S?rote a pitj^eus letter, begging ,^or as- 
sistance to enable her to returrf home. 
She bore an irreproachable character, 
and had taken good parts in London 
theaters. 
Several people have sent 


money toward the paying of her return 
fare. The girl's story is one of revolt- 
ing deception practiced upon her in St 
Petersburg, and it is certain that her 
experience is typical of many which 
never come to the knowledge of the 
police or the public, A significant fact 
is that the Londoa agents of these for- 
eign managers invariably take the pre- 
caution of selecting girls who have no 
family ties in this country, thereby 
rendering them an easier and safer 
prey to their machinations. 
Only a 


short time ago nine young women sim- 
ultaneously Disappeared from the Man- 
ningham district of Bradford, and it 
is supposed that some, if not all, are 
now on their way to Russia. 
This 


supposition is founded upon the fact 
that theatrical • agents had been can- 
vassing about Bradford very energeti- 
cally for some time previously. 
The 


missing girls are spoken of in Man- 
ningham as bearing respectable char- 
acters. 
When parliament opens Col. 


Dalbiac, M. P.. and other members are 
pledged to raise tha question of sup- 
pressing the scandal.—Lloyd's Weekly.

The story of how Judge Tom Green 


ecforced law and morality in Ten Mile 
Hill, one of the toughest towns of 


oroliua. is a "beaut." 
Ten 


Mile Hill, a negro town, was noted for 
its murders and its general lawless- 
ness. Officers of the law were specUS 
objects for the negroes' pistols. Tom 
Green, aged 52 years, about a year 
ago, was appointed by the governor to 
be judge over the Ten Mil* Hill dis- 
trict. Judge Green, with one consta- 
ble, started fcr his new job. He- had 
heard of the place, and went prepared. 
The negroes bad heard of the judge's 
coming, and they appointed a commit- 
tee of ten to "send him home dead." 
The committee lay in wait near the 
railroad station, and when the new 
judge and his constable started for the 
shanty iu which court was to be es- 
tablished they were gii'en a volley 
from the hidden darkies. Neither of 
them was hit. Next morning Judge 
Green found a pine coffin at the door 
of his courtroom and on it a note tcll- 
ng him to "git" or "go dead." 
The

judge directed his constable to arrest 
the commitee and bring every mother's 
son of them before him, dead or alive. 
The constable was game. He took his 
guns and went searching. 
One man 


was found who was thoroughly fright- 
ened and he gave the constable all the 
information tie wanted. 
Before 10 


o'cloe^ nest mqrnipg the constable had 
ten prisoners in the courtroom. Judge 
Green walked in with a gua in each 
hand and two more in a belt at his 
waist, and opened court. The prisoners 
thought they were to be shot right 
there, one by one. The leader begged 
for pity, and declared that they loved, 
honored and respected the court, while 
the-crowd of negro women in the room 
wept genuine tears. Judge Green ad- 
dressed the prisoners as follows: ''You 
murderers ought to die, and I'll 
get you at the first opportunity. 
I 


started my Sre this morning with your 
coffin, and if things don't change I'll 
start it with the committee tomorrow. 
Now, 
you fellows cau go."

WOMEN EXECUTIONERS. 


Both Belgium and Virginia Have Hat 


Them 


What do you think of a woman who 


voluntarily offered herself to the gov- 
ernment as the public executioner? A 
few years ago the official public exe- 
cutioner at Brussels died, and a sub- 
stitute was temporarily appointed. On 
one occasion this person was ill and un^ 
able to attend. 
But at the appointed 


hour a stout roiddlt-aged woman prtJ- 
sented herself at the central police 
station and quietly remarked to the 
assembled functionaries: 
l!Tve come 


fcr the execution. My husband is r_bt 
very well this morning and has asked 
me to take his place. Please let us 
get to business." 
The general stupe- 


faction may be more easily imagined 
than described, which, being noticed 
by the would-be lady executioner, she 
added in a reassuring tone: "Oh, this 
is not by any means the flrst time." It 
afterward transpired that the woman, 
whose name was Marie Rege, had o - 
elated on several occasions in lieu ot 
her husband. 
Dressed up in 
his 


clothes and her face masked, she hart 
been the public executioner at several 
executions, and never had the proceed- 
ings been interrupted by a single hitch. 
It is needless to add that the police 
authorities were unable to avail them- 
selves of her offer on this occasion, 
however. It will be a surprise to most 
people to learn that there has actually 
been a woman executioner in this coun- 
try. In olden times few cared to un- 
dertake the office of executioner, and 
occasionally death sentences were re- 
spited on condition that the criminal 
should perform this office. 
A case of 


this sort occurred in pre-revolutlonarT 
days, when a woman was sentenced to 
death for a murder she had committed 
In Virginia. The death sentence was 
respited on her offerine; to become pub- 
lic eiecutionei, and known as "l^ady 
TV'tty" she performed those duties for 
many years. 
She officiated 
on the 


scaffold without nny n.ask or 
and flogged crimlna's through 
streets with enthusiastic vigor. 


How Much Air 13o You UreatUc? 
"Man 
wants but little here below" 


Is an axiom which applies markedly to 
the quantity or air which is nece~sary 
to support life. 
It. is estimated that 


when a man. is at rest he consumes 500 
cubic inches of air every minute, an 
allowance which, at the first glance, 
appears large. It is, however, absurd- 
ly small when we consider that at this 
rate of consumption It would take a 
man five days anil nine and one-half 
hours to exhaust the air in a small 
room 15 feet square and 10 feet high. 
Any form of exertion, however, great- 
ly increases the consumption of air. 
Thus, if we saunter at two miles an 
hour, we requirelust twice a? much air 
as when sitting in our arm chair; and 
at four miles an hour nothing less 
than 2,300 cubic inches will satisfy us. 
Taking 
an 
average 
consumption 


throughout lite of one cubic foot of 
air every two minutes, we reach some 
very interesting conclusions. Thus, an 
hour's supply of air could be contained 
in a trunk 5 feet long, 3 feet wide and 
2 feet deep. In a day we should ex- 
haust a small roomful, 10% feet long,' 
7 feet wide, and 10 feet high. For 
a 


year's supply we should require 
a 


reservoir or hall 100 feet square and 
a shade over 26 feet high, and the sup- 
ply for a long life of eighty years 
would be contained in a large 
hall 


1,000 feet long, 500 feet wide and 42 feet 
high.

If under the French constitution 


there is no provision permitting the i 
president of the republic to be use-1 
fnl. ample opportunity is afforded him 
to be ornamental. The treasury places 
at the disposal of the president a year- 
ly 'allowance of $250,000 all told, and 
he lives in the palace of the Elysee. 
Besides, he is entitled to get his vege- 
tables and flowers from the palace 
gardens of Versailles and Fontaine- 
bleau, and to ride and hunt in the 
royal forests. The details of the pres- 
ident's daily life are dictated by an 
official body known as le protocol. It 
s the gentlemen of le protocol, pre- 
sided over by a sort of official Ward 
McAllister, who say when the presi- 
dent shall wear a frock and when a 
dress coat, when he 
shall don the 


grand cordon of the Legion of Honor, 
and when the simple rosette, when, 
and where he shall drive and walk, 
when and where he shall attend the 
theater, to whom he shall merely nod. 
and the number of kisses he shall be- 
stow upon visiting royalty. They se- 
lect, of course, his guests at dinner, 
and the menu as well, and it is by a 
recent decree of theirs that in the 
presence of the president on one shall 
speak until spoken to.

SYMMS GOT RID OF CATS.

The whole is then allowed to 
dry, ?nd a solution of boiled linseed o} 
is used h? a varnish. The fabric Is then 
quite indissoluble, and the membranes 
cannot by any possible means be sep 
arated from one au?ther, but some 
times, to render this, houi'-eienitr thi 
more perfect, a. solution of bicummate 
of potash is spong°d over the fabric.
